The committee, chaired by 
Sen.

Nixon has denied having such 
knowledge before this spring. 
He fired Dean April 30, when 
his top aides, H.R. Haldeman 
and John D. Eh.rlichm.an, re­ 
signed.

Aerosol Month 


Sprays Being 


Checked By U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Food and Drug Administration 
is checking out 22 aerosol prod­ 
ucts designed to be sprayed 
into the mouth or lungs follow­ 
ing its recall of Pertussin Medi­ 
cated Vaporizer. 
The FDA said Monday’s re-' 
call was prompted by the death 
April 16 of a 5-year-old Cleve­ 
land girl whose room had been 
sprayed with the product. 
The agency urged consumers 
to destroy or return any cans of 
the spray, which the manufac­ 
turer said has been on the mar­ 
ket 14 years. 
The agency suspects the in­ 
gredient 
trkhloroethane 
may 
be a factor In the death. It at­ 
tributes 17 other deaths to the 
Pertussin vaporizer hut blames 
those on abuse. 
A spokesman said FDA inves­ 
tigators will be checking the 
other products to see if they 
c o n t a i n 
trkhloroethane—a 
chemical that works as a sol­ 
vent for the medicines in the 
vaporizer and also serves to re­ 
duce the pressure of the propel­ 
lant gases. 
The other products include 
breath fresheners, as well as 
nasal-congestion remedies. 
The FDA has formed a spe­ 
cial team of scientists and in­ 
spectors to investigate theoth- 
er aerosol products. Since they 
are nonprescription drugs, their 
formulas are 
not registered 
with the agency. 
The company noted the recall 
“in no way affects the Per­ 
tussin line of cough remedies— 
Pertussin l-bour Cough For­ 
mula, Wild Berry Cough Syrup 
and 
Pertussin-plus 
Nighttime 
Cold Medkine.”

How To Display 
The Flag 
When the flag is displayed from a staff project­ 
ing horizontally or at an angle from the window 
sill, balcony or front of building, the union of the 
flag should go clear to the peak of the staff unless 
the flag is half-staff. (When the flag is suspended 
over a sidewalk from a rope, extending from a 
house to a pole at the edge of the sidewalk, the flag 
should be hoisted out from the building towards 
the pole, union first.) 
When the flag is displayed otherwise than by be­ 
ing flown from a staff, it should be displayed flat, 
whether indoors or out, or so suspended that its 
folds fall as free as though the flag were staffed. 
When displayed either horizontally or vertically 
against a wall, the union should be uppermost and 
to the flag’s own right; that is, to the observer’s 
left. When displayed in a window, the flag should 
be displayed in the same way; that is, with the 
union or blue field, to the left of the observer in 
the street. 
When displaying over the middle of the street, 
the flag should be suspended vertically with the 
union to the north in an east and west street or 
the east in a north and south street. 
When used on a speaker’s platform the flag, if 
displayed flat, should be displayed above and be­ 
hind the speaker. 
When displayed from a staff in a church or pub­ 
lic audtiorium, if it is displayed in the chancel of 
a church, or on the speaker’s platform in a public 
auditorium, the flag should be placed at the clergy­ 
man’s or speaker’s right as he faces the congrega­ 
tion or audience. Any other flag so displayed in the 
chancel or on the platform should be placed at the 
clergyman’s or speaker’s left as he faces the con­ 
gregation or audience. But when the flag is dis­ 
played from a staff in a church or public auditor­ 
ium elsewhere than in the chancel or on the plat­ 
form, it should be placed at the right of the con­ 
gregation or audience as they face the chancel or 
platform. Any other flag so displayed should be 
placed on the left of congregation or audience as 
they face the chancel or platform.

Man Drowns After

LOS ANGELES ÍAP) — Di­ 
rector Tom Cries came back 
from Europe with 300.000 feet 
of film dramatizing Leon Uris’ 
best-selling novel “QB VII.” 
From that film — which 
would run 51 hours — he is cut­ 
ting down to six hours for ABC. 
That still will make it the long­ 
est movie ever made for tele­ 
vision. It probably will be 
shown in three parts. 
Cries, a lanky bald man with 
heavy-lidded eyes regards it as 
one long movie. He doubts that 
anyone would — or should — 
watch it at one setting. 
“My function as director was 
no different than on any other 
movie,” said Cries, who had 
filmed the Screen Gems pro­ 
duction for three months in 
London, Belgium and Israel. 
“It’s just like being the captain 
of a longer, bigger ship. You've 
got more people to deal with, 
more buttons to push.” 
In all, there are 150 speaking 
parts in the movie, which fol­ 
lows the lives of a doctor ac­ 
cused of making illegal oper­ 
ations for the Nazis and the 
writer who made the accusa­ 
tion to a confrontation in a Lon­ 
don court, Queen’s Bench VII. 
It stars Ben Gazzara, Kfthony 
Hopkins, Leslie Canm, Lee

“I had to section it ofrio my 
head in terms of conflicts be­ 
tween characters,” Gries said. 
“That way the interior tensions 
of a scene would excite the au­ 
dience to the story. Once you 
start shooting you take it a day 
at a time.” 
Because of the film's stagger­ 
ing length, Gries used some 
unorthodox methods of filming.

Democrats due dull con­ 
vention in 1974, according to 
State Chairman Gordon St. 
Angelo. 
Returning 
from 
a 
tour 
covering 81 counties in about 
30 days, St. Angelo called a 
p r e s s conference. Subjects 
covered ranged from Watergate 
to' party finances. He was in 
an unusual good humor, quip­ 
ping with newsmen on several 
answers. St. Angelo said: “I see 
all kinds of contests for 1976 
out in the field already, but 1974 
is going to be an extremely dull 
convention for the Democrats. 
I am absolutely sure that there 
is not going to be any opposition 
to any of our incumbents, which 
will include Senator Birch Bayh, 
probably Larry Conrad, Jack 
New, 
and 
hopefully 
Mary 
Aikens Currie.” Asked if Conrad 
would run for re-election, St. 
Angelo observed it was not an 
announcement, but he felt sure 
he would. 
“We are going to pick up 
some Congressional seats,” he 
observed. Asked which ones he 
felt were the best possibilities 
for the Democrats, St. Angelo 
said: “Well, the 2nd, 5th, 6th, 
7th, 8th, 10th. and ittti” naming 
all presently held by Republi­ 
cans. 
The conference opened with 
a summary statement con­ 
cerning the 
Watergate 
in­ 
vestigation. He said: “I think 
that this country is in serious 
trouble because we do not have 
leadership that is believed and 
trusted. I think that all of us 
who 
are 
in 
politics 
and 
government now have twice as 
much to do as we have ever 
had before. The really un­ 
fortunate thing politically about 
Watergate is that everybody in 
public office or who serves in 
a party office is taking some

been Senator Bayh, and it is 
being recognized by people 
around the state. Birch Bayh 
was the first elected official to 
note that President Nixon was 
appointing second rate people 
to first class positions.” 
A recent poll in Indiana 
showed that 37 per cent ap­ 
proved of the Bowen ad­ 
ministration, with 63 per cent 
either undecided or disap­ 
proving. Asked if it was not 
too soon for voters to make a 
valid determination, St. Angelo 
said: “They may change their 
minds when they get their 20 
per cent property tax reduction, 
but 1 don’t think that they are 


going to do so. One thing about 
taxes, it is a continuing thing 
that you are reminded of 
e v e r y ti m e that you buy 
something or get your pay 
check.”

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It’s Refreshing To Review History, 
Symbolism Of United States Flag 


History Of The Flag 
The United States flag is the 
third oldest of the national 
standards of the world; older 
than the Union Jack of Britain 
or the Tricolor of France. 
The flag was first authorized 
by Congress June 14, 1777. This 
date is now observed as Flag 
Day throughout America. 
The flag was first flown from 
Fort, Stanwix, on the site of the 
present city of Rome, New 
York, on August 3, 1777. It was 
first under fire three days later 
in 
the 
Battle 
of 
Oriskany, 
August 6, 1777. 


The Structure 
It was decreed that there 
should be a star and a stripe 
for each state, making 13 of 
both, for the states at that time 
had Just been erected from the 
original 13 colonies. 
H e colors of the flag may 
be thus explained: The red is 
for valor, zeal, and fervency; 
the white for hope, 
purity, 
cleanliness of life and rectitude 
of conduct; the blue, the color 
of heaven for reverence to God, 
loyalty, sincerity, justice and 
truth. 
The star (an ancient symbol 
of India, Persia, and Egypt) 
s y m b o l i z e s dominion and 
sovereignty, as well as lofty 
aspiration. The constellation of 
the stars within the union — 
one star for each state — 
is emblematic of our Federal 
Constitution, which reserves to 
the 
states 
their 
individual 
sovereignty, except as to rights 
delegated 
by 
them 
to 
the 
Federal government. 
The symbolism of the flag 
was 
thus 
interpreted 
by 
aWshington: “We take the stars 
from heaven, the red from our 
mother country, separating it 
by white stripes, thus showing 
that we have separated from 
her, and the white stripes shall 
g o 
down 
to 
posterity 
representing liberty.** 


Stars For The States 
In 1791, Vermont, and 1792, 
Kentucky were admitted to the 
Union and the number of stars 
and stripes were raised to 15 


in 
correspondence. 
As 
other 
states came into the Union, it 
became'evident there would he 
too many stripes. So in 1818, 
Congress 
enacted 
that 
the 
number of stripes be reduced 
and restricted henceforth the 13, 
representing 
the 
13 
original 
states, while a star should be 
added 
for 
each 
succeeding 
state. That law is the law of 
today. 
The name “Old Glory” was 
given to our 
national 
Flag 
August 10, 1831, by Capta'in 
William 
Driver of the 
brig 
Charles Doggett. 


.. First At Brandywine 
The flag was first carried in 
battle 
at 
the 
Brandywine, 
September 11, 1777. It first flew 
over foreign territory January 
28, 1778, at Nassau, Bahama 
Islands, that fort having been 
captured by the Americans in 
the course of the war for in­ 
dependence. The first foreign 
salute to the flag was rendered 
by the French admiral, LaMotte 
Piquet, 
off 
Quiberon 
Bay, 
February 13, 1778. 
The United States Flag is 
unique in the deep and noble 
significance of its message to 
the entire world — a message 
of 
national 
independence, 
of 
individual liberty, of idealism, 
of patriotism. 


'The Symbolism. 
It 
symbolizes

sovereignty. It is not the flag

TV Viewers likely To Also 
Be Watching Reruns This Fall

L06 ANGELES (AP) - With 
the writers’ strike against the 
film producers settled, the tele­ 
vision networks are scrambling 
to1 meet 'the deadline for the 
opening of the fall season. 
Chances are TV viewers will 
be watching; more of what they 
will be getting all summer: re­ 
runs. 
Last week’s settlement of the 
16-week Writers Guild of Amer­ 
ica against the movie studios 
brought a wave of optimism in 
the network headquarters that 
the 1973-74 season would be 
aide to begin more or less on 
schedule. 
B it the networks still face 
problems. 
Negotiations will resume in 
New York Wednesday or Thurs­ 
day for a settlement of the 
writers* strike against the net­ 
works themselves. Said « Guild 
spokesman, ‘The talks were 
going well last week, but the 
negotiators had to break off be­ 
cause of exhaustion.” 
Only live-tape shows are in­ 
volved in the dispute with the 
networks. 
Hardest hit of the networks is 
NBC, which has long relied on 
the major studios, particularly 
Universal, to supply its series. 
Shooting generally starts in 
April or May on filmed shows 
for the fa l .season. 
Only three of the NBC series 
were being made by companies 
which had agreements with the 
Guild: “Sanford and Son,” and 
two now shows, “Lotsa Luck” 
w i t h 
Dom DoLuise 
and 
“Diana** starring Diana Riggs. 
NBC plans to reevaluate its 
schedule 
plans 
and 
perhaps 
move the fall lineup from the 
scheduled Sept. 24 target date 


to compete 
with 
other net­ 
works’ earlier starting times. 
However, since NBC depends 
most heavily on movie studios 
for production of series, many 
shows may not be ready on 
time, a spokesman said. 


If a delay occurs, the net­ 
work will go ahead with what is 
ready, eliminating the tradi­ 
tional “premiere week” for un­ 
veiling new shows'. Instead, the 
.spokesman said, some series 
would debut later in the month. 


ABC is still maintaining its 
schedule Sept. 8 start for the 
new season, but it will be a 
struggle to meet the deadline. 
Such shows as “Marcus Welby, 
M. 
D.’\ “The Odd Couple,” 
“Kung Fu” and “Owen Mar­ 
shall” are produced by the ma­ 
jor studios. 


"There’s going to be a lot of 
overtime 
earned 
by 
studio 
w o r k e r s , ’ ’ commented a 
Writers Guild spokesman. 


CBS stuck to its goal of a 
Sept. 11 season, .start. Most of 
the network’s series are sup­ 
plied by producers that had 
signed with the writers: “All In 
th© Family,” “The Mary Tyler 
Moore Show,” “The Waltons,” 
“Cannon,” 
“Barnaby 
Jones,” 
etc. 


“ M e d i c a l Center” and 
“ MASH” were struck, as was 
“Here’s 
Lucy.” 
But 
Lucille 
Ball’s production company was 
not, so she was able to stock­ 
pile scripts. 


One matter still threatens the 
new television season: the Di­ 
rectors Guild of America is 
negotiating with the film studi­ 
os for a new contract. But in­

sources

hopeful 
that the formula for settling the 
writers’ strike might satisfy the 
directors as well.

To Be Discontinued By Amtrak 


Big Price Stirs Gold Fever 


WASHINGTON <AP) — Am- 
trak announced today it plans 
to discontinue operation next 
month ol two of its long dis­ 
tance trains—the Nationol Lim­ 
ited, between New York and 
Kansas City, and the Florilian, 
between Chicago and Florida. 
The move, if approved by the 
Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion, would leave five major 
cities without any passenger 
train service and would deprive 
one city of Amtrak service. 
Cities that would lose all 
service are Columbus and Day­ 
ton, Ohio, Louisville, Ky., Nash­ 
ville, Tenn., and Montgomery, 
Ala., Birmingham, Ala., would 
lose Amtrak service but would 
still have passenger service 
through the Southern Railway. 
Amtrak said both trains were 
steady money - losers and that 
projections showed no financial 
relief in sight. It said the Na­ 
tional Limited lost $5 million in 
fiscal year 1972 and an esti­ 
mated $4.9 million during the 
fiscal year which ended June 
30. 
The Floridian Amtrak said, 
lost $5.1 million in fiscal year 
1972 and an estimated $2.6 mil­ 
lion in the past fiscal year. 
Rail passenger service would 
be provided on the two romes 
even if the ICC allows Amtrak 


to discontinue the train. Pas­ 
sengers wanting to get from 
Chicago to Florida could take 
the George Washington-James 
Whitcomb Riley between Rich­ 
mond 
and 
Florida, 
Amtrok 
said. 
Passengers wanting to travel 
from New York or Washington 
to St. Louis or Kansas City 
could take trains traveling via 
Chicago. 
Amtrak said die two trains 
would be dropped Aug. 2 unless 
the ICC objects and requires a 
hearing. The ICC could require 
that Amtrak continue operation 
of the two trains for up to four 
months past the Aug. 2 dead­ 
line pending a hearing.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
United States has slapped stiff 
export controls on iron and 
steel scrap metals after domes­ 
tic prices reached a 16-year 
high. Curbs on corn exports 
may also be under considera­ 
tion. 
At the same time, Commerce 
Secretary Frederick B. Dent 
announced late Monday he had 
eased a five-day total embargo 
on the exports of soybeans and 
cottonseed—major animal feeds 
at home but vital foodstuffs for 
human consumption abroad. 
When soybean controls went 
into effect June 21 Dent warned 
that, if any substantial increase 
in export demand for corn de­ 
veloped as a result, limits on 
the flow of corn overseas would 
be necessary. 
State and Commerce Depart­ 
ment officials said they are 
continuing to watch for this 
possibility. 
But a second look at U.S. do­ 
mestic requirements for soy­ 
beans convinced the Commerce 
Department that it could re­ 
lease 33 million bushels of pro­ 
duce for export. The amount 
represents about one-half of un­ 
filled -contracts for delivery in 
the remainder of the 1973 crop 
year.

Consumers Finding Price Freeze Reflected At Stores

Consumers are finding the 60- 
day price freeze reflected at

But the cost of butter and eggs 
continued to climb during June. 
The AP checked the prices of 
15 food and non-food items in 13 
cities on March 1 and has re­ 
checked them each month.

Bicycle Gangs 
on’s 
Newest Menace 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 
Whistle-blowing 
bicycle gangs 
are a nerve-wracking new de­ 
velopment in downtown Wash­ 
ington and around such places 
as the Capitol and Washington 
Monument. 
The police-type whistles are 
used in lieu of a horn signal to 
warn motorists and pedestrians 
that 
the 
bike-ridcrs, 
mostly 
teen-agers, are barreling down 
the street or sidewfalk at speeds 
too fast to stop quickly. Whis­ 
tles* also are blown for special 
greeting for moments of gener­ 
al excitement. 
Generally the groups range in 
size from 5 to 10 members dur­ 
ing the day. At night, particu­ 
larly in more isolated or resi­ 
dential areas, they may num­ 
ber as many as 100. 
The craze began in Southeast

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Morton House 
At Centerville 
In Federal Grant 
A grant of $29,900 for Phase 
I of the restoration of the 
Governor Oliver P. Morton 
House at Centerville has been 
made by the National Park 
Service, it was announced today 
by Joseph D. Cloud, Director 
of the Indiana Department of 
Natural Resources. 
The grant is effective im­ 
mediately and will terminate on 
June 24, 1976. 
Cloud is the Liaison Officer 
for the National Register of 
Historic Places, a project of the 
National Park Service. The 
Morton House is included in the 
Historic Centerville Area, which 
was placed on the National 
Register on October 26, 1971. 
Oliver Hazard. Perry Morton 
was born at Salisbury, near 
Centerville in Wayne County, on 
August 4, 1823. Soon orphaned, 
he was roared by a grand­ 
mother and two aunts in rural 
Hamilton County, Ohio, and at 
the age of 18 taught school at 
Harvey 
and 
Milton. 
near 
Centerville. He worked as a 
summertime surveyor on the 
new Whitewater Canal as it w US 
p r o j e c t e d northward from 
B rook v ill e to Meta mora, Laurel, 
Connersville and Cambridge 
City. 
In 1837 he was a fellow 
student with Lew Wallace, later 
a Civil War General and famous 
author, at Professor S. K. 
Hoshour’s famous Centerville 
Academy. Then he entered 
Miami University at Oxford, 
Ohio, and in 1845 married 
Lucinda M. Burbank, daughter 
of a Richmond merchant, and 
began studying law. He was 
admitted to the Indiana bar in 
1846. 
Elected Circuit Judge at the 
age of 29, he soon became 
prominent in Indiana politics 
during the turbulent years 
preceding 
the 
Civil 
War. 
Originally a Democrat, Morton 
was chairman of the Indiana 
delegation 
at 
the 
first 
Republican National Convention 
in 1856, and then was nominated 
for Governor on the first 
Republican ticket at the age of 
34. He was elected Indiana 
Lieutenant Governor in 1860, 
and became Acting Governor 
when the Governor-elect, Henry 
Smith Lane, was elected United 
States Senator a few days after 
his inauguration. He served 
throughout the Civil War. 
Morton was elected Governor 
in 1864,, having established the 
vital role of Indiana in the Civil 
War. His firm leadership, which 
included such crises as ad­ 
journment 
of the 
Indiana 
General Assembly in 1863 
without 
voting 
a 
budget, 
enabled his election as a United 
States Senator in 1867 and his 
re-election in 1873. He was a 
prominent member of the 
Senate when he died 10 years 
later. 
Governor 
Morton’s 
heroic 
statue at the east entrance to 
the Indiana St alehouse is the 
largest in Statehouse Square. It 
was erected by a popular 
subscription 
campaign 
con­ 
ducted by Union Army veterans 
( the G.A.R.) 
The 1842 house which Oliver 
P. Morton regarded as home 
throughout his married life has 
long been a. land mark on the 
south side of U.S. Highway 40 
(the Old National Road) at the 
west edge of Centerville. It is 
resting on limestone plates. It 
restingon limestone plates. It 
has had several owners since 
the Morton era and is 
now 
owned by Historic Centerville, 
Inc a not-for-profit corporation 
organized “for the preservation 
of 
the 
architectural 
and 
historical treasure of the com­ 
munity.’’ 
“Because of Governor Mor­ 
ton’s importance in the history 
of Indiana, as well as of Cen­ 
terville, this grant is par­ 
ticularly appropriate,’’ Cloud 
said. “It is the first to be 
awarded to an Indiana project 
under the National Historic 
Preservation Act, and should 
enable the restoration of the 
Morton 
house 
to

successfully. It should be a 
further impetus to historic 
preservation efforts throughout 
Indiana.’’

35 Nations 
At European 
Peace Meeting 


HELSINKI, Finland (A P) — 
The European Security Confer­ 
ence adopted an agenda today 
that could lead to increased hu­ 
man contacts between East and 
West and endorsed, the Eastern. 
European boundaries drawn up 
behind the Soviet Red Army 
after World War II. 
The 35-nation meeting attend­ 
ed by foreign ministers of the 
United States, Canada and Eu­ 
rope agreed that a second stage 
of 
negotiations 
in 
Geneva 
should go ahead with parallel 
work on contacts and final ac­ 
knowledgement of the borders 
as a way to foster European 
peace. 
The agenda had been worked 
out in preparatory sessions and 
was adopted at the conference 
opening session at which U.N. 
Secretary General Kurt Wald­ 
heim 
predicted 
a “ new Eu­ 
rope” may be dawning. 
Hie 
Geneva 
negotiations 
were expected to begin in Sep­ 
tember and could lead to a su­ 
per summit in 1974. 
The Soviet Union 
accepted 
the widening of human contacts 
after long deliberations. 
The 
Russians noticed that this was 
the precondition for Western 
participation in the conference. 
In exchange for taking up toe 
human contact proposals, the 
Soviets 
got inclusion of the 
principle of inviolability of fron­ 
tiers, fixing the status quo i 
postwar Europe. 
The powers set aside differ­ 
ences in gathering inthe mod­ 
ernistic Finlandia Hall for the 
start of the one-week foreign 
ministers meeting. Finland, as 
host country, formally opened 
the sessions.
